The complicated problems connected 
with the investment of postal savings 
bank funds have necessitated careful- 
ness in extending that institution, but 
it is difficult to see why prolonged ex- 
periments should be needed in the 
case of the parcels post, as the post- 
office is already carrying feur-pound 
parcels. The parcels post proposition 
merely increases the limit of the par- 
cel to be carried to eleven pounds, and 
reduces the fourth-class rate to what 
it was in 1874—8 cents a pound. One 
can now, through arrangements made 
by the Postmaster General. send 
eleven-pound packages from the Uni- 
ted States to Austria. Italy, Norway, 
Germany, Belgium, for 12 cents a 
pound. The parcels post is, therefore, 
not so very great an Innovation. As to 
its feasibility from a financial stand- 
point, the earnings of the four great 
expreas companies are somewhat iliu- 


minating.

York.

What its most needed is 
patience, and where untiring patience

He 
teach boys, not “partial payments”. 
He will teach boys the meaning of 
“denominate numbers” by letting 
them work with quarts and pecks, net 
by verbal drumming in of the “dry 
How many of my readers 
can tell me which-is right—‘“4 quarts 
make 1 petk” or “4 pecks make;J 
quart?” I myself do not know, yet 
I have drummed at “dry measure” 
for many a long spring morning.

He has 
worked directly in the Interests of 
the lumber and coa! corporations, and 
yet, through his press bureau, he has 
made the public believe that he is the 
friend of the working man. 

For the simple reason that nobody 
hes endeavored to controvert the 
stories emanating from his press bu- 
reau he has sent out statements ab- 
solutely without the slightest founda- 


tion in truth or fact, and he has 
been successful in getting away 
with it. 


GHOSTS VERY INDUSTRIOUS. 

That Pinchot’s ghosts are an in- 
dustrious bunch of workers was never 
better evidenced than when the peo- 
ple of Cordova, Alaska, threw sev- 
eral tons of foreign coal into the bay. 
As soon as the story was published 
in the eastern newspapers, Louis R. 
Glavis was dispatched to this city to 
head off further demonstrations, and 
per reporters were given a 
quiet tip that the whole thing was a 
“plant” on the part of the Guggen- 
helms for the purpose of influencing 
a decision on the Cunningham group 
of claims.

In 
other words that of 1100 men who 
had located coal claims there is not 
one honest man—all are thieves. An 
interview to this general effect was 
given out by Walter Fisher, Secretary 
of the Interior, and former vice-presi- 
dent the National Conservation 


Glavis fs the official fixer for the 
conservationists. It will be remem- 
bered—with some bitterness by 
Alaskane—-that after a test of the 
Alaskan coal had been made for naval 
purposes and it was found satisfac- 
tory, Glavis appeared on the scene 
and stopped all active mining on the 
Bering River and Matanuska coal 
fields. This move was made in the 
interests of the Pocahontas coal mine 
owners, who have contracts for sup- 
plying the United States Navy with 
coal and in which it is said close rela- 
atives of Pinchot are heavy stock- 
holders. 

Fisher was placed in the Cabinet as 
a compromise candidate, and coln- 
cident with his installation in the De- 
partment of the Interior, there was 
a surcease in the press of the misrep- 
resentation by which the public was 
made to understand that President 
Taft and his Cabinet were turning the 
unappropriated lands of the United 
States over to the Guggenheims and 
other corporate interests.

Cannon Trained on Jail—Persons Hanged for 
Thrilling Episodes in Annals of San Francisca, 


HILE the discovery of . gold 

brought thousands of desirable 

citizens to San Francisco it also 
brought an army of the most daring 
thugs that ever operated in a civilized 
community. In 1861 the population of 
San Francisco was estimated at 30,000 
inhabitants, and there were more 
than 600 saloons nearly fifty gamb- 
ling places. The police force, how- 
ever, consisted of only twelve men. 
These officers were absolutely power- 
leas to enforce the law, and the crim- 
inal element was quick to take ad- 
vantage of the situation. On Feb- 
ruary 19, 1851, two men entered the 
store of C. J. Jansen, apparently to 
buy biankets, but they assaulted and 
almost killed the proprietor and took 
$2000. 

Thomas Berdeu was arrested the next 
day and positively identified, as was 
also one Windred, as being the two as- 
salilants. On Saturday, February 22, 
the defendants were in court and a 
mob of 5000 persons attempted to 
seize and lynch them, but were re- 
pulsed by the “Washington Guards.” 
Mayor John W. Geary delivered an ad- 
dress in which he advised that the law 
be permitted to take its course. 
Finally it wag decided that William T. 
Coleman and eleven other citizens 
should try the men according to their 
own methods. These men could not 
agree on their guilt, and it wag subse- 
quently proven that the defendants 
were innocent, and Berdev, who was 
mistaken for James Stuart, the real 
criminal, was presented a sum of 
money by the citizens to compensate 
him in part for the injustice done him. 

THEN THE ORGANIZATION. 


About March, 1851, the criminal ele- 
ment became bolder than , their 
headquarters being In the nity of 
“Clark's Point,” at the lower end of 
Broadway and Pacific streets.

An occasion soon happened to test 
the character and uses of this extra- 
ordinary association. The night of 
June 10, 1851, a person named John 
Jenkins feloniously entered a store on 
Long Wharf and stole a safe. He sub- 
sequently was seen with a large bur- 
den slung across his back, and an 
alarm being raised, was pursued. He 
then got into a boat and. sculled 
Into the bey, followed by a dozen oth- 
er boats In pursuit. The fugitive was 
caught, but before his captors reached 
him he was seen to throw the burden 
Into the water. This was soon drawn 
up, and proved to be the atolen safe. 
The prisoner next was taken to the 
rooms of the Vigilance Committee, tn 
Battery street, near the corner of Pine 
street. 

About 10 o'clock of the same night 
a signal was given on the bell of the 
Monumental sEngine Company. and 
shortly afterwards about eighty mem- 
bers of the committee hurried to the 
appointed place, and on giving the se- 
cret password were admitted. Mean- 
while knots of people, some of whom

LUMBER RECEIPTS ENORMOUS. 


More Than Thirty-four Million Feet 
Received at San Pedro During 
Month of May. 

SAN PEDRO, June 2.—The report 
of the local customhouse for May 
shows the arrival at this,port of 208 
steamers, ten schooners and two for- 
eign vessels, having a net tonnage of 
201,062 tons and carrying in crews 
$071 seamen. The vessels brought 
24,805,000 feet of lumber, 14,275,000 
shingles. 370,000 shakes, 30,820,000 
lath, 10,854 ties, 1500 piles, 1474 
poles, 20,000 pickets, 2928 cattle, 6375 
sheep and 6375 barrels of refined oil. 
Of these cargoes of wood-stuffs, 
Wilmington received 7,881,000 feet of 
lumber, 8,098,000 shingles, 282,000 
shakes and 698,000 lath. Forcign im- 
ports included 316 tons of sulphur, 
1142 tons of nitrates and 1693 tons of 
merchandise. Domestic exports were 
twenty-eight tons of axle grease, six- 
ty tons of grain, thirty tons of plas- 
ter, 1231 tons of asphalt, 1901 tons

Labor. The regular motto inscribed on the 
wall of the committee-room should be, 
“The laborer is worthy of his hire.” But 
the new chairman has doubtless substituted 
the scriptvral injunction, “The man who 
provideth not for his own household is 
worse than the infidel.” These may not be 
the exact words of the scripture (The Times 
Bible was burned in the fire,) but the quo- 
tation is substantially correct. 
Congressman Wilson appointed his daugh- 
ter Agnes clerk of the Committee on La- 
bor, his daughter Mary, private secretary to 
the chairman of the committee, and his wife 
Mary, janitor of the room of the Committee 
on Labor. The Congressman has, with a 
proper solicitude for the comfort of his 
wife, prohibited smoking and chewing in 
the committee.room. That he delegates to 
her the duty of cleaning the spittoons is 
only a proper assertion of his digniry and 
consequence. When female suffrage shall 
rule they will change places. Mrs. Wilson 
will then be the Congressman, and Wilson 
will be the janitor and wield the broom. 


URE DEMOCRACY IMPRACTICABLE. 
it looks as if Statehood for both New 
Mexico and Arizona will be postponed. The 
Democrats, who are in a majority in the 
liouse of Representatives, will not vote to 
admit New Mexico, with two Republican 
Senators, and the Republicans, who are in 
a majority in the Senate, will not voie to 
admit Arizona, with two Democratic Sen- 
ators. The reason assigned for refusing to 
admit Arizona is that her Constitution is 
not republican in form, in that it provides 
for the enactment of laws by direct vote of 
the people instead of by a representative 
Assembly elected by the people. The objec- 
tion to the recall of judges is urged more 
vigorously, but the objection to the initia- 
tive has a broader foundation, for it is ob- 
viously a change from the representative 
form of government which exists in all the 
other States and Territories, except Oregon, 
and the lawful existence of which in Oregon 
is now in issue In a case pending in the 
United States Supreme Court, in which 
the validity of an “initiative” law is chal- 
lenged as being contrary to that provision 
of the Federal Constitution which guaran- 
tees to every State “a republican form of 
government.” 
The question of the adoption of the initia- 
tive, the referendum and the recall into the 
Constitution of California will be before the 


time for voters—whether Republicans, Dem- 
ocrats, Socialists ér insurgents—to put on 
their thinking caps and determine whether 
it is desirable to make the proposed change 
from representative to popular government, 
even if the United States Supreme Court 
shall decide that such a change would not 
be violative of the Federal Constitution. 
The question is not a party one. The in. 


sertion of populistiec doctrines into ‘the 
State Republican platform by the members 
of the Republican State Committee was | 


never authorized’ by the Republican voters 
and was an act quite beyond the legitimate 
jurisdiction of the committee. 

Considered on its merits alone the adop- 
tion of the initiative in California would, in 
the opinion of The Times, be unwise... The 
initiative is the government of a pure de- 
mocracy, and California is too vast in its 
geographical extent and the interests of its 
2,500,000 people are too varied in character 
to make that kind of government practica- 
ble or desirable. 

Prof. Garner in his work, “Introduction 
to Political Science,” says. 

“Democracies are of two kinds—pure, or 
direct, and representative, or indirect. A 
pure democracy is one in which the will of 
the State is formulated and expressed di- 
rectly and immediately through the people 
acting in their primary capacity. A repre- 
sentative democracy is one in which the 
State will is ascertained and expressed 
through the agency of a emall and select 
number, who act as the representatives of 
the people. A pure democracy is practica- 
ble only in small States, where the voting 
population may be assembled for purposes 
of legislation and where the collective needs 
of the people are few and simple. In large 
and complex societies, where the legislative 
wants of the people are numerous, the very 
necessities of the situation make govern- 
ment by the whole body of citizens a phys- 
ical impossibility.” 

The fathers of this republic discussed 
elaborately and fully the question as to 
whether the new nation should be in form 
a representative democracy or a pure de- 
mocracy. 

Alexander Hamilton said: 

“The difference most relied upon between 
the American and other republics consists 
in the principle of representation; which is 
the pivot on which the former moves, and 
which is supposed to be unknown to the 
latter, or, at least, to the ancient part of 
them.” 

Eldridge Gerry said: 

“The evils we experience flow from the 
excees of democracy. The people do not 
want (Jack) virtue, but are the dupes of 
pretended patriots.” 

Thomas Jeffersan said: 

“Modern times have discovered 
the only device by which the (equal) rights 
(of man) can be secured, to wit: Govern- 


ment by the people, acting not in person, | 


but by representatives chosen by them- 
selves.” 

James Madison said: 

“The two great points of difference be- 
tween a republic and a democracy are: 
First, the governing power in a republic is 
delegated to a small number of citizens 
elected by the rest; and, second, a republic 
is capable of embracing a larger popula-’ 
tion and of extending over a wider area of 
territory than is a democracy. In a democ- 
racy the people meet and exercise the gov- 
ernment in person; in a republic they as- 
semble and administer it by their repre- 
sentative agents.”

REFORMATION OF CHINA, 

A remafkabie scene has just been en- 
acted at Canton, China, upon the passing 
of a law to suppress gambling. It was 
made the occasion of a general holiday and 
the entiré population turned out in a state 
of keen enthusiasm to do honor to the day. 
The rejoicing was obviously genuine, and 
strangers were chiefly impressed with the 
feeling of moral uplift that seemed to per- 
vade the crowds. 

Such scenes have certainly never been 
witnessed‘in a Christian country upon any 
similar oceasion. Unquestionably the re- 
generation of China is no idle dream. 

In the question of opium smoking, too, 
the nations are being made to recognize 
China's sincerity. Great Britain in India 
can no longer wax rich upon China's pet 
vice. The new opium agreement just signed 
makes for the gradual cessation of the 
opium trade between India and China, ex- 
tending over a period of seven years. Great 
Britain has agreed to submit to a duty of 
350 taels per chest upon conditions that a 
like excise duty is exacted from the home 
growers. Thus the Indian export trade in 
this commog

ing everything possible to discourage opium 
smoking, aid with admirable success, as 
the customs returns adequately show.

escence is produced when moist air is al- 
lowed to come in contact with a solution of 
magnesium phenyl b ide in anhydrous 
ether. The latter solution is most conven- 
jently contained in a round-bottomed stop- 
pered flask, and the luminescence may be 
caused to appear by removing the stopper 
and breathing into the flask; when the solu- 
tion comes into contact with the moist side 
of the flask a green light is produced, which 
fades away after a time. It may of course 
be reproduced by the introduction of a fur- 
ther quantity of moist air. Magnesium phe- 
ny! iodide exhibits a similar but less intense 
luminescence. (Chem. Zeit., 1911, 35, 199.) 

The celebrated chemist and scientist, Wi)- 
helm Ostwald, in Zeitsch physikal Chem. 
(1911, 76, 1,) makes suggestions for the 
translation of chemical literature into the 
mineral language Ido, a modified form of 
Esperanto. The most suitable equivalents 
in Ido for the names of the elements and of 
inorganic and organic compounds are dis- 
cussed at length. 

Autunite is a mineral, apparently of re 
cent, secondary origin, and is met with in 
the pegmatites. It is suggested that it was 
formed by the action of phosphoric acid 
from organic sources on soluble calcium and 
uranium salts. It is radio-active. (Compt. 
rend,, 1911, ji, 46, 307.) 

Prof. Thorberger Thorvaldson states that 
the correct atomic weight of iron is 55.835, 
55.836, 55.837 or 55.8388. He made expert- 
ments with meteoric iron found near Cam- 
pus, Sonora, Mexico, to see if there was any 
difference between the atomic weights of 
this and ordinary iron, and found none. 

A mass Of iron weighing twenty-five tons 
was found near Ovifak, in Greenland. It is 
principally composed of pearlite and free 
cementite, thus resembling a high-carbon 
steel.

Only the two elder Princes, Edward and 
Albert, will take part in the procession, the 
younger boys having the greater joy of being 
interested and impish spectators. They are 
sald to be looking forward to the fun eager- 
ly, and teasing the life out of the older chil- 
dren who are rather apt to feel the weight 
of responsibility these days. 


This week tney are having daily and vexa- 
tious rehearsals in Westminster Abbey. 


Every small detail has to be carefully prac- 
ticed to avoid clumsiness and stupidity on 
the great day. At King Edward's corona- 
tion poor old Lord Wemyss, who is well on 
towards the nineties, cracked audibly as he 
made his bow and then grew so confused 
that he stumbled and fell down the steps 
leading to the throne. This time ribaid 
jesters predict the downfell of a daring 
peeress who has recklessly declared that 
she will wear a tight fashionable skirt in 
defiance of royal orders. That moment be 
fore the throne is a terrible ordeal, and one 
feels that anything can happen. 

The Duchess of Hamilton, it is now offi- 
cially announced, will take the place of the 
Duchess of Marlborough in attendance upon 
the Queen. There is a good deal of com- 
ment upon this subject on both sides of the 
Atlantic, but as a matter of fact it was pure- 
ly a case of expediency, and is said to have 
nothing to do with the Marl scan 
dals.

A special steamer has been chartered to 
convey peers and peeresses and members 
of the House of Commons and their wives 
to Westminster Abbey by way of the old 
historic Thames.

The return journey will also be made by 
water.

bethan days when the Thames was the 
chief highway of London. 

This plan will also relieve the street of a 
great dea! of carriage traffic, which is a co- 
lossal item to contend with at such times. 
‘Laere will be 7000 persons in the abbey 
alone, and in the ordinary way they all 
would come in carriages or autos. Imagine 
the joy of waiting for a carriage ranked 
over a mile and a half away, which is what 
happened at i.ing Edward's coronation. 

So much of the success of the coronation 
depends upon the London police, who are 
responsible for almost all the untoward 
events that can happen to mar the har 
mou, A few days before the event they 
issue regulations and advice drawn up with 
all possible care and anxious forethought 
to cope with every mishap that experience 
can sugeest. Fire engines and ambulances 
have to be stationed in places where they 
can be got at through the dense crowds 
along the line of route. One request urg- 
ently put forward is to the ladies to desist 
from wearing long hatpins and large hats. 

The Shakespeare ball on the 20th is to be 
a wonderful affair. It will take place in the 
Albert Hall, and over 4000 people have sig- 
nified their intention of being present. The 
tickets cost two guineas each and the pro. 
ceeds go to the great hospital fund inau- 
gurated by King Edward. Duchesses and 
Countesees are taking parties representing 
plays from Shakespeare, but a newly-made 
knight can take his family, too, if he pays 
up. Mrs. Arthur James, one of King Ed- 
ward's friends, goes as Queen Elizabeth, 
and Lady WBeatrice Pole-Carew as Portia. 
Lord Richard Cavendish as the Doge, Mr. 
F. KE. Smith, the statesman, as Rameo; 
Lord Winterton as Benedick, Lady Alling- 
ton as Cleopatra (that is regarded as rather 
daring, considering some bygone rumors 
about her.) Lord Craven as Malvolio, Mrs. 
George Cornwallis West (formerly Lady 
Randolph Churchill) as Olivia, and Miss 
Hosier, a famous society beauty, as Maria.

TARIFF FOR ALL OR FOR NONE. 
[Farm Journal, Philadelphia.] 

The soil is the source from whence we de- 
rive all that constitutes wealth; without it 
we should have no agriculture, no manufac 
tures, no commerce. 

The success of one means the success of 
all; the injury of one is the concern of all. 

The farmer is not only the greatest pro. 
ducer, but is also the greatest consumer be- 
cause there are more of him. 

The Grange has been educating the farm- 
er to insist upon a square deal in all things. 
Hence the protest against the one-sided reci- 
procity treaty with Canada, meaning free 
trade in the farm products of that country, 
but no promise of lower prices for what the 
farmer has to buy. 

Some years ago the Grange came to a 
unanimous and full agreement upon the tar- 
iff issue, viz.: “Tariff for all or tariff for 
none.” If the farmer must pay the tariff 
tax upon manufactured goods, then he in- 
sists upon tariff protection upon potatoes, 
fruits, eggs, horses, wool, hides, etc. 

Aroostook county, Me., produced in one 
year, according to official reports, 23,000,000 
bushels of potatoes. Right alongside of 
Maine are the Canadian provinces of New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia. The Canadian 
“reciprocity” tariff takes off the farmers’ 
protection of 30 cents a bushel and admits 
potatoes “free.” ‘Tariff for all or tariff for 
none.” 

For many years farmers have had the 
“protection” of 5 cents a dozen on eggs. The 
Canadian “reciprocity” treaty places them 
on the “free” list; and just the talk of pass- 
ing this one-sided free-trade measure re- 
duced the price of egas this spring to a low- 
er rate than ever before. “Tariff for al] or 
tariff for none,” says the Grange, also the 
Farmers’ Co-operative Union. 

Take all tariffs off the manufactured goods 
of Europe, cloth, clothing shoes, machinery, 
etc., ete., and the American farmer will not 
kick against the reciprocity treaty with 
Canada for “free” agricultural products. The 
Grange says; “tarif? for all or tariff for
